The following Washington special ! 
appeared in Sunday’s dailies: ' 

“Senator-elect Bradley was turned 
down hard by the President today, and \ 
to make matters worse, it lo^ks a.s if 
it were a case of snap judgment. j 
“J. L. Earlywine was appointed ‘ 
postmaster at Paris. Senator Bradley 
had recommended N. A. Moore for the i 
position, and it was well-known by the I 
postoffice department officials that he | 
was firmly opposed to Early wine's sue- j 
ceedii^ himself. Not only did the de- j 
partment recommend to the President! 
the appointment of Earlywine, but he ' 
did the unusual thing of sending the j 
name to the Senate over a month be- I 
fore the expiration of his term of office. | 
Ordinarily postmasters are not appoint - 1 
ed until a few days before their time is 
up. and it not infrequently happens 
that the appointmets are made several 
days or weeks after. 

There is a belief in Washington that 
this action was taken upon the advice 
of Chairman Hitchcock, of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, in order to | 
give an additional month to Early - 1 
wine’s friends in which to make their 
fight for confirmation. It is reported 
that upon Senator Bradley’s request 
the nomination of postmasters at New- 
port, Leitchheld and Falmouth are now 
held up in the Senate Postoffice Com- 
mittee. and to this list will probably 
be added that of Paris. The anti-Brad- 
ley people claim that they will be able 
to get their confirmations through be- 
fore March 4, but considering the fact 
that the Senate is not on the best of 
terms with the executive branch, it 
may be that Congress will expire with 
Senator Bradley on top as a full-fledg- 
ed Senator and able to take excellent 
care of his own affairs in the upper 
branch of Conrgess.’’ 

Mr. Earlywine has returned from 
Washington and is not worriyng about 
Bradley’s opposition, as he says that 
Mr. Bradley will have to defeat friends 
of both Roosevelt and Taft to knock 
him out.

Marker for Old Site. 



That the site of the *’01d Mansion 
House,” the most famous hostelry 
west of the Allegheny Mountain^ will 
not be forgotten, the Kentucky His- 
tcurical Society will soon place a hand- 
some marker in the northeast corner of 
the McClure Building, the only sky- 
scraper. in Frankfort. 

The “Old Mansion House” dates 
back to 1812, when the site was pur- 
chased by Humphrey Marsh.all. In 
the days of Whig and Democratic part- 
ies the hotel was the Democratic head- 
quarters in the West, for Frankfor 
in those days was to the West what 
ff^inclnnati, St. Louis and Chicago aie 
today. 

The ‘‘Old Mansion House” too, was 
noted because of the famous ball that 
used to be given in it on January 8th, 
to commemorate the Battle of New 
Orleans. It was in 1820 that President 
Monroe and General Jackson visited 
city and were at the ball on the 
night of January 8th. The President 
made a memorable speech during the 
ball, which was his campaign material 
in his race for the Presidency. 

It was in the ‘‘Old Mansion House.” 
too. that the Indian chiefs were enter- 
tained on their way South, and where 
the beautiful Julia Dean, the actress, 
made her home. It was where Theo- 
dore O’Hare, Vice President R. M. 
Johnson, Humphrey Evans and other 
wits met and discussed politics in the 
gocd old times.
